DELAYED DiSPATGHES. 

EUROPE. 

Liverpool, Jim. 17. — The fears en- 
tertained yesterday for the safety of tin; 
packet steamer Admiral Moonson, ply- 
ing between Dublin and Holyhead, are 
fully justified. The steamer collided 
with the American ship, Santa Clara, 
from Liverpool for New York, anil 
sank. The Santa (Mara landed twelve 
of the sunken steamer's crew end two 
passengers at Holy head. The steamer 
carried a crew of between 20 and ,'i0 
men, and 1 1 passengers. 

Liverpool, .Ian. 17. — I thus been 
definitely ascertained that the steamer 
Admiral Moonson sunk. Twelve of the 
<jre.w and four of the passengers were 
drowned. 

London, Jan, 17. — -In accordance 
with a previous announcement a mass 
meeting of unemployed workmen was 
held in front of the Royal Bxchange 
this afternoon. Shortly after 12 o'clock 
people began to assemble and by .'i 
o'clock fully 10,00(1 hud come together. 
The multitude in perfect order awaited 
the arrival of the speakers Henry 
George, Henry Taylar, William Saun- 
ders, and other well known rariicaU, 
who were loudly cheered. The speak- 
ing began a little after 3 o'clock. Katli- 
eal pamphlets of the most advanced 
description had tin immense sab-. Some 
of these were headed in bold type with 
the words "Blood, Bullets and liayon- 
ets," and 'presented an extraordinary 
appeal to the half starved, herring out 
ted, poverty stricken, parish damned 
inhabitants of the Disunited Kingdom. 

Brussels, .Ian, 17. — Monsignuer Du- 
mont renounces till claims upon the 
diocesan treasury of Tournay. This 
action presumably settles the long 
standing controversy which has occupi- 
ed a large share of tin! attention of the 
Belgian courts for some years, and has 
been the subject of considerable litiga- 
tion in Canada and tin; United States. 

London, Jan. 27.— A special from 
Brussels gives the following account of 
the arrest of a German traveler in that 
city for supposed complicity in the 
murder of Herr RumpfF: "The police 
authorities of this city claim to have 
an important arrest in connection with 
the assassination of Police Commission- 
er Rumpl! at Frankfort-on the- .Main. 
They are reticent concerning the prison- 
er, but stated that he arrived at Ant- 
werp yesterday from Germany. He 
immediately took a train for this city 
and was arrested on his arrival lust 
evening. From other sources it is learn- 
ed that at the proper time evidence 
will be forthcoming to show that the 
prisoner is the man who drove the dag- 
ger into the murdered man's body. The 
detectives at Frankfort on-the-Main, 
after finding tliedagger, traced its own- 
er and the arrest here lust evening is 
said to have been mailt! on a telegram 
from the German police, who were so 
close on the heels of the assassin that 
he fled to Antwerp and thence to Brus 
sals, hoping to escape." 

Pauis, Jan. 17. — The Ministry has 
decided to take as a basis for l he bud- 
get of 1836 the reduced a'mounts voted 
by the budget committee, together 
■with the receipts of last year. They 
will reduce the extraordinary expenses 
of the Government, and determined 
not to impose any fresh taxes. 

London, Jan. 1G. — A severe storm 
is raging ta Nice. The sea has overflow- 
ed the Midland quay, and the Anglaise 
promenade, and cellars, hotels and even 
villas are Hooded. 

Berlin, Jan. 17. — In the Congo 
Conference three reasons were given 
for the participation of America in 
the deliberations: First, because Amer- 
ica was the first power to officially 
recognize the African International 
Association; second, because the popu- 



lation comprises <>,000,OUO negroes, 
whose parent country is Africa; third- 
ly, because it is only Americans who 
have explored the country. 

Berlin, Jan. 1G. — The commissions 
of the West Africa conference contin- 
ued, to-day, discussion of conditions 
necessary to make future annexation 
of the coast of Africa effective. Eng- 
lish and Italian delegates presented 
amendments. England demanded that 
the conditions be extended to include 
annexation of inland territory. The 
.English r-'presontaiives objected to the 
working of several positions of the 
original German project. England's 
objections arise from fears that if she 
hastily agreed to new proposals it may 
lead to complications in view of her 
extensive colonial interests. The sub- 
ject was referred to a special committee. 

EGYPT. 

EtiYPT, Jan. Hi. — A dispatch from 
Gakdul says: Thirty camels dropped 
dead on the march from Howfiiyat, 
The troops Buffered severely. A major- 
ity of water skins leaked, and the men, 
yielded to thirst, exhausted their ra- 
tions prematurely. Very few fell out 
of line, and the condition of the men 
under the circumstances was splendid. 
All bore their hardships bravely, as 
was evidenced by their singing as 
cheerily as their parched throats would 
permit. They are keenly desirous to 

fight. 

EASTERN STATES. 
TJtica, N. Y., Jan. 16.— The District 
Attorney and Coroner are conducting 
an examination into the murder of 
Wm. Druse, the farmer murdered by 
his wift; in the town of Warren, - four 
miles from Richland Springs. Frank 
Gates, aged 14, a nephew of Druse liv- 
ing in tlu- family, has made an artless 
confession showing that the crime was 
committed on December 10th, and that 
Mrs. Druse compelled him to shoot her 
husband a second time, and to aid her 
in disposing of the body. They boiled 
it and fed the Hesh to the hogs, and 
and burned tht; bones to fishes, which 
they buried in the swamp, The boy 
says the woman cut her husband's head 
oil' and put it first in the stove. The boy- 
acted as fireman ami had a terrible 
time destroying the evidences of the 
crime. Neighbors who noticed the un- 
usual smoke anil odor were refused ad- 
mittance and papers were kept over the 
windows. Since that time the house 
has been re-papered, 

New Voiut, Jan. 1G. — The con m s- 
sion to inspect city tenements, appoint- 
ed by the Legislature at the last ses 
sion, have submitted their report, 
which, it is said, contains extraordin 
ary revelations of the condition of hu- 
man life and society in New York, al- 
most justifying the recent declaration 
of the American Churchman, that 
"New York at this moment is a social 
volcano, liable at any time to eruption, 
cursed as it is by the most dismal pov- 
erty, vice and ignorance." Bishop Pot- 
ter ami other well informed, presistent, 
workers, have called a meeting of the 
churchmen of his disoceso on" Monday 
night, to consider some of the pressing 
questions relating to tenement house 
refoi m. 

BRIDGEPORT, (Conn.), ./an. 17. — An 
attempt was made at I 1 p. in. last 
night, by unknown persons, to blow up 
Crofut et Knapp's I it store, at South 
Norwold, with dynamite. The shock 
was felt all over the city, and attracted 
great crowds of people to the scene. 
One end of the structure was complete- 
ly blown up. There were seventeen 
asleep in the building at the time, who 
escaped injury. It is supposed to be the 
work of dissatified strikers or their 
friends. The men in the building were 
thrown from their cots, the windows 
were shattered, and the heavy stone 
window sill was broken. 

BitADKNTOWN, Fla., ./an. 17. — C. E. 
Abbe, Postmaster and United State.-! 
Land Commissioner at Sarahsota Bay, 
was recently murdered and his body 
thrown into the sea. Later reports 
show that there is an orgonized secret 
band there to kill all who incure its en- 
mity. Many arrests have been made. 
All of the accused are prominent mem- 
bers of the community and were sup- 
posed to be of irreproachable character. 
Abbe was an extremely popular and 
weil to-do citizen. It is hinted that 
political reasons were responsible for 
his assassination. 

New Yohk, ./an. 17. — Ex-railroad 
king Henry Villard has disposed of 
his building on Twenty-fourth street to 
W'ui. IL. Starbuck. 

CALIFORNIA. 

San Francisco, Jair 17. — The liar 
Association met to-day to consider ami 
take action respecting the spurious 
Tyler-Gumpel contract, which was- 
offerrd to General Barnes as leading 
counsel in the Sharon divorce case, and 
for which he paid §'-'5,000. The as- 
sociation is composed of a hundred and 
fifty members, and comprises all the 
prominent lawyers of the city. No 
decision in the matter was reached. 

Tyler proposed that the Bar Associa- 
tion take and hold the !?2:">,000 paid 
by General Barnes for tho false Tyler 
Gunipel contract. President DeCope 
consented to do so, provided Barnes 
consented. Tho latter withheld his 
associates in the case. 

San Francisco, Jan. 17. -John Wit- 
field, a young man 25 years of age, 
convicted of the robbery of six dollars 
from Dr. Dupuy, at the hitter's drug 



store, at the point of a pistol, was 
sentenced to-day by Judge Toohy to 
40 years in Folsom prison. 

Rev. Robert Patterson, of the Pres- 
byterian Church of East Oakland, died 
to-day aged 63, of ulceration of the 
stomach. 

San Francsco, Jan. 17. — W. M. 
Neilson commenced action to-day 
against ex-Senator Sharon for slander 
with damages laid on at §100,000. 

An official statement of the produce 
exchange shows that on January 1 this 
year there were 81G.000 tons of wheat 
and flour remaining in the state, 
against only .'555,000 tons the same 
date last year.

An Ohio Village Excited Over a 
Bloody Dual Tragedy. 

Cleveland, O., Dec. 19.— The little 
village of Geneva, in Ashtabula coun- 
ty, about fifty east of of Cleveland, is 
excited to the highest pitch to-day, by 
a dual tragedy that occurred in the 
northwest part of Geneva township 
last night on the farm of Perry Har- 
rington. Mis. Harrington had just 
sent her children away to spend tin- 
evening at an entertaimont in a neigh- 
boring schoolhouso, and she and her 
husband sat nodding by tin- fireside en- 
gaged in a desultory conversation. The 
doors were unlocked, and suddenly 
withous warning, a man whose' coun- 
tenance was concealed by a wdiite hand- 
kerchief tied loosely about his head 
burst into the room. "1 came for your 
money," he said, with a threatening 
movement of a revolver that he carried 
in his hand. "1 have but little," replied 
the farmer, "and that is in another 
room. I will get it for you." Harring- 
ton arose and moved deliberately to- 
ward the door of the next room, appar- 
ently meditating how he might worst 
the robber. He passed through into 
adjoining room and closed the door. 
While lit; was gone, the handkerchief 
on the face of the robber became loosen- 
ed, and slipped from his face. Before 
he could re-adjust it Mrs. Harrington 
looked up and with a start said: "Why 
I know you." "Do you?" coollv remark- 
ed the robber, and raising his weapon 
he took deliberate aim at the woman 
and fired. The ball struck her in the 
right shoulder, and she rushed scream- 
ing into the road anil towards the 
schoolhouse, and raised an alarm. Hear- 
ing the report of the revolver, and the 
shrieks of his wounded wife, Harring- 
ton seized a chair, rushed into the pre- 
sence of the murderous villain, and rais- 
ing the chair over his head, he brought 
it down upon the masked robbed, 
smashing it into pieces. His only wea- 
pon was gone and straightening him- 
self he rushed upon the robber, but was 
met by a bullet, which struck him 
above the eye, and sent him bleeding 
and dying to the floor; The robber then 
fled from the house. Mrs. Harrington 
having succeeded in alarming the neigh- 
borhood, returned to the house only in 
to witness the last gasp of her husband. 
To tht? friends who had come in re- 
sponce to her cries; Mrs. Harrington 
told the told the story of the crime. 
She said she had recognized in the 
murderer Louis Webster, a young man 
of high connections. A search for Web 
ster was at once instituted and continu- 
ed through the night without success, 
but this morning he was arrested at 
his boarding place in Geneva. Young 
Webster has al was lived at Geneva, 
where his personal standing in the 
community is of the highest, and he 
was soon to have wedded one of the 
most highly esteemed young ladies of 
the village. He has given no account 
of his whereabout last night, and unless 
tie succeeds in satisfying the communi- 
ty in this respect, tho duty of the lay- 
will probably bo anticipated. Mrs. 
Harrington's wound will necessitate 
the amputation of her arm even if it 
does not prove more serious. The rob- 
ber secured §250. 

«EItitIA\Y S NEW J'O.SSES- 



Not an Attractive Field for 
Agricultural Colonists. 

(Pall Mall Gazette.) 

Though the occupation of Angra Po- 
quena has deen made the occasion of a 
diplomatic rebuff to this country, and 
has been hailed in Germany as the 
dawn in a new era, it is generally 
thought unlikely ty awaken much cov- 
etousness. Yet if thfj exact claims of 
Herr Luderitz are considered, and 
there is little probability of their being 
renounced, the first German .settle- 
ment in Africa may appear more im- 
portant than would a mere strip of 
barren coast, a harbour of doubtful 
value, and three rockey islands now al- 
most despoiled of their secular store of 
guano. The factory itself on the sandy 
ridge above the bay, a couple of one- 
storyed houses to which the wandering 
Hotbarter, is hardly a paying concern. 
The coast is destitute of drinking wat- 
er. For tht use of employee's it has to 
be brought from Cape Colony in a 
small steamer at the modest price of 
130s. a ton. But behind the sandy ridges 
the country assumes a better character. 
In April 1883, Herr Luderitz's agent 
was dispatched to negotiate for a ces- 
sion of land with King John Frederick, 
the acknowledged Hottentot chief in 
the immediate interior. The wav for 
negotiation was open; a station of the 



Rheinish mission, which demanded 
English protection in vain, had been 
established at Bethany, the King's cap- 
ital, for 40 years, and "owing to this 
and the visits of wandering Boers low 
German of a sort was familiar to the 
Hottentot elders. The contract then 
drawn up was shortly afterwards ap- 
proved ly the Captain of the German 
gunboat Nautilus in behalf of his Gov- 
ernment. By its tenths Herr Luderitz 
became possessed of a dominion running 
along the coast northward for about 
200 miles above Orange River, and ex- 
tending in and for about half that dis- 
tance. The whole tract is full of min- 
eral resources. Ironstone is found all 
along tin; coast, and abundant traced of 
of copper ore exist, tin in the sister 
country of Little Niunaqua land south 
of the ( (range River. There, in spite of 
similar difficulties, it has been found 
profitable to construct a railway from 
Ookiep to Port Nollotb, when; tho 
Cape Copper .Mine Company ships its 
ore, on which it realizes a fair profit, 
for the smelting furnaces of Swansea. 
The chief end of German colonial as- 
piration is however not mining enter- 
prise, but the foundation of agricultur- 
al colonies. To suppose that Luderitz- 1 
laud, though water and fodder is found i 
10 miles inshore, and though a success- 
ful model farm is carried on at Beth- 
any, might suffice as an outlet for Gei- 
many's redundant population till it 
ming'ed eastward with the Boer squat- 
ters, may be premature, But unlikely 
beginnings may have gtvue endings.

tho vast fortunes amassed by successful 
individuals are n never failing topic of in- 
terest tn the newspaper-reading public. 
The subject of the aggregate wealth of 
nations is not so often touched upon, but 
in the current number of tho North 
American Review, M. (i. Mulhall fur- 
nishes some valuable information in re- 
gard to tho increase of wealth in three 
leading nations — Great Britain, Franco 
and the United States. Commencing in 
1830, Mr. Mulhall Cnds a population in 
Great Britain of 24,000,000, and capital 
amounting to §10,890,000,000; in 1850 
tho population had increased to 27, 200, ■ 
000, tho capital to §25,000,000,000; in 
188-1, population :«),200,0OO; capital, 
§45,300,000,000. France in lKISO had 
32,100,000 population and §10,059,000,- 
000 capital: in 1850, 35,700,000 in popu- 
lation and §15,850,000,000 in capital; in 
1S84, 38,200,000 in population and §41,- 
200,000,000 capital. In 1830 the United 
States had a population of 12,000,000, 
capital not given; in 1850, population 23,- 
21)0,000, capital §8,430,000,000; in 18S4, 
population 55,500,000, capital §51.070,- 
000,000. TheUnited Kingdom has doubled 
its wealth since 1843; France, since 1851!, 
the United Slates since 18(54. In

Britain was £'2:5 a head. In Fiance dur- 
ing the Second Empiro tho average was 
§14, and since Sedan §29. In the United 
States the annual accumulation per capita 
w»s §44 from 1850 to [870, but «inee ths 
latter date it has not exceeded 825. One 
cause of this falling off may bo found in 
the fact that in 1870 all the United States 
except the Pacific coast was valued on a 
greenback basis. Between 1870 and 1878 
greenbacks rose in value until in the 
latter period they wero interchangeable 
with gold, and of course property de- 
preciated. Another cause of the alight 
difference in tho rate of accumulation in 
the United States and the other two 
countries may be found in tho fact that 
tho laboring classes in the United States 
spend a larger proportion of their earn- 
ings than in the other countries. It is n 
notable fact that while Great Britain has 
tho largest average of accumulated 
wealth per head, yet the increase per 
head during tho past fourteen years lias 
been much the greatest in Franco. The 
thrift of the French people is pro- 
verbial, and this, together with tho fact 
that their loss by emigration is far 
smaller than that of Great Britain, give tho 
most probable explanation. Meanwhile 
tho United Kingdom has increased in 
population twelve millions since 1850 
while France has increased but Ri.x mil- 
lions. England shows the healthy condi- 
tion of a largo and steady increase in both 
wealth and population; in France wealth 
accumulates while population remains 
nearly stationary. To those who inquire 
in what the thousands of millions of 
British wealth consists the following table 
will bo of interest as showing the principal 
items: —

1800, and since 1870 have decreased in 
numbers and value. The value in bonnes 
has multiplied threefold since 1830; rail- 
ways show an enormous developeinent, 
and all other items a large increase. The 
comparatively stationary value of land in 
tho United Kingdom for years past, gives, 
ill part, the explanation of the less rapid 
increase of wealth there then across 
the channel or in America. In 
Franco, of the total 
wealth since 1850 one liilh is r 
by the increased value of land. [i, u, 
United States the increase in the aggre- 
gate value of laud has also been enor- 
mous, from the vast extent of new lauds 
settled upon and improved during the 
generation past.. So that Comparisons of 
tho increase of wealth in the different na- 
tions referred to need to be very carefully 
made iu order to lead to just conclusions 
as to their relative material progress.

A special agon! of custom.- 
here says it, is impossible ti, anise at any 
estimate of the amount the department 
has lost by the swindle, but be estimates 
that last year alone it will amount to ovtn 
§100,000. The minister id customs has 
ordered the arrest of the brokers, but they 
cannot be fniiud.

This 
mob held the corner of the street for 
about half nn hour, interfering with tho 
passage of pedestrians,, and occasionally 
some of the latter would be hit. There 
was a lime when a crowd of this descrip 
lion was contrary to law, but that day 
seems to have passed, and the roughs are 
allowed to do pretty much as they please. 
We sincerely trust our police will do their 
duty in this matter, not only for the pro 
tcclion of the inoffensive Chinese, lint 
also to convince the rowdy element that 
seems to be growing large, that they will 
become amenable to the law for such dis- 
graceful conduct. Among those par- 
ticipating in last Sunday's occurrence weio 
a n.imbor of boys ranging in years from 
eight to twelve, and t he allowing of them 
to go unchecked in these wicked propeu 
sities will have a very evil eil'ect upon 
their future.

Mr. Grant— Up to the present time wo 
have been doing some service for the cor- 
poration. 

The ("no i Justice — Wo? Who arc "wo?" 

Mr. Ova. i —The Times— I am interested 
in I lie Times, and w« Love been printing 
advertisements for the city. 

The Chief Justice— Tho Times? Ah! The 
Times! There is a very influential paper 
here and I ilid led think that a Times 
would I i till an opening. (Great laughter). 

Mr. Grant— We have inserted advertise- 
ments for the corporation, and when 1 heard 
tho oath administered to .Mr. Ilituut it oc- 
curred to me thai perhaps 1 was not quali- 
fied to lake the oath. 

The Chief Justice said that to render 
service at the present time might be illegal. 

Mr. (Irani explained that the service was 
in (he form of advertisements. 

The Chief Justice— Is the Times a valu- 
able property (laughter) — I mean is tho 
service rendered a valuable one? 

Mr. Grant said that he had raised the 
question as he did not wish to he placed in 
a false position. 

The Chief Justice said lie did not like to 
decide ott'-band on so important a matter. 
The election of this particular councillor 
niighl be null and void. If there was any- 
thing in (he objection Mr. Grant was dis- 
qualified. 

Mr. Grant- Not before I take tho oath? 

The Chief Justice— Suppose a lady had 
been returned under the belief that she was 
a gentleman, would not her election be null 
and void. It may be so in your case (laugh- 
ter), [f you think proper take the oath. 
That would not make the election good. 
Why didn't you assign your interest beforo 
standing, then no one would be injured? 

Mr. Grant replied that he had not re- 
garded it . as a possible disqualification until 
be c.ilne forward to lake the olllh. 

The Chief Justice -By taking the oath 
you may be depriving your partners of tho 
value of these advertisements. 1 have 
known similar questions to arise hero. 
This is a small place' and nearly everyone is 
directly or indirectly interested one way or 
another in everything. Have you any con- 
tract with the city government? 

Mr. Grant— No. The services aro only 
rendered from time to time. 

The Chief Justice- That is no disqualili- 
catiou at this time. If the services aro 
continued it might be, A coal dealer or a 
grocer would not be disqualified for supply- 
ing coal or goods before election. Ho 
might be for doing so afterwards. Take 
the oath. 

Mr. Grant then complied.

Coun. Brad on said thai he did not see 
how they could reject any portion of the 
minutes, but would have to adopt all and 
reconsider any item. 

The amendment was put ami carried. 

Tho various items in the minutes were 
then read seriatim and passed upon until 
tho item taking over I he electric light was 
reached. 

Coun. Robertson said that the electric 
light had been taken over by resolution 
of tho council. 

Coun. Grant said that he would defer 
his vote on the question of the electric 
light payment until he knew more of the 
matter. He would like to see how the 
Electric Light. Company had carried out 
their contract, and thought a committee 
should he appointed to inquire into the 
matter. 

Coun. Ward said that the best way 
would bo to defer tho matter, ami take it 
up further on when tho question of light 
ing the city came up. 

Coun. Robertson said that the reason 
it was not taken over in July was because 
the mayor would not sign the check. 

Tho mayor said it was a pity it was de- 
ferred until the last meeting.

cleaned on the occasion of a fid! of snow- 
it would no doubt be acceptable to the 
majority of our citizens. Such a law is 
enforced in all other towns and cities, 
and we think that it could bo carried out 
here.

DAME NATURE'S ZOO. 



What Professor l'elix L. Oswald 
Say» oi' the Upper Nile Region. 

[Cincinnati Enquirer.] 

Tho country of tho Oppor Nilo was, 
par oxcellonco, the wonderland of tho 
Roman world, as it is still tho grandest 
outdoor museum of natural curiosities. 
Zoologically thero is no more densely 
populated country. All tho wild beasts 
and birds, made homeless by tho de- 
vastation of northern Africa, seem to 
have taken refuge in tho Nubian high- 
lands, lu the terrace- land of tho Nu- 
bian and Abyssinian Alps thore roam 
herds of elephants, bull'alos, wild goats, 
wild sheep and fourteen or (if teen differ- 
ent species of antelopes. Further be- 
low the hippopotamus and white rhin- 
oceros haunt the rivers watnps. Pro- 
fessor Blanford enumerates ~!J0 species 
of water birds. 

With these harmless settlors less de- 
sirable guests have crowded in, tha 
spotted hyenna, tho jackal, tho black 
and yellow lion, four species of smaller 
cats, wild dogs and, above all, tho cyn- 
ocophalus, tho wily and mischievous 
baboon. Three varieties of these Dar- 
winian pets inhabit the rocks of southern 
Nubia; tho little babuin, the cynoceph- 
alus proper, and the celada. or mantle 
baboon, a fierce and powerful follow, 
whose shaggy mane protects his body 
liko a cloak, and enables him to bravo 
tho climate of the upper highlands. 
Professors Kuppel, tlotten and Maj. \V. 
0. Harris agree on the fact that a troop 
of these brutes, in ravaging a corn-Held, 
will not only hold their ground against 
all comers, but on tho slightest provo- 
cation take the offensive in a way not 
likoly to bo forgotttn by tho unarmed 
natives. 

Dogs have no change watevor against 
a full-grown baboon. The old males do 
not wr.it to be tackled, but charge them 
at once with an energy and shrill of co- 
operation that would do credit to a troop 
of woll-drilled soldiers. Tho hyrax, a 
queer pachyderm, allied to the Euro- 
pean badger, coinhabits the rocks with 
a hibernating marmot, and tho coast 
jungles swarm with wild hogs that mul- 
tiply undisturbed, for the Abyssinian 
natives share the pork prejudice of their 
Mohammedan neighbors.

The immensity of tho life insurance 
interest in this country is as yet hardly 
more than half understood. Tho 
united assets of the companies aro now 
over $500,000,000- the exact amount 
Jan. 1, 1884, was $405,046,580.80. This 
vast sum, belonging to the policy- 
holders, and held in trust for tho pres- 
ent and future payment of their chums, 
is $100,000,000 more than the not an- 
nual revenue of the United States gov- 
ernment; live times larger than the 
total annual sale of money postal orders, 
and nearly $100,000,000 greater than 
tho total combined capital invested in 
tiie iron and steel ami lumber business 
in this country. The whole amount of 
life insurance now in force is nearly two 
billion dollars. 

liven taken by states separately tho 
amounts are stupendous. New York 
policy-holders have an aggregate of 
$244,440,732; those of Illinois and 
Ohio each more than $123,000,000. Tho 
daily newspaper property of tho coun- 
try is very valuable, but tho lifo insur- 
ance in force in either one of the two 
latter states alone is considerably in ex- 
cess of the cash value of the daily jour- 
nals in tho United States combined. 



Give tlic Pumpkin a Cliance. 

[American Agriculturist. 1 
The pumpkin is an outcast, crowds it- 
self through the world, and gets along 
as best it may. We object, to its being 
so despicably treated. For dairy cows 
tho pumpkin is highly valuable, and in 
no way objectiouablo. It is rich in fat 
and sugar, tending to increase tho yield, 
V.'hile its yellow color adds to 
ti.o two ot butter. A well- 

known authority claims that a ton of 
pumpkins is more valuable for dairy 
cows than two tons of rutabagas, and 
several times as many white turnips. 
The hard-shell varieties can bo kept well 
on into tho winter, if stored in a very 
dry place with hay or straw packing, 
There are worse things for farmers to 
have in a field than sixty-pound pump- 
kins. 

Cultivated DImcrhc Germs. 

[Scientific Exchange.] 
During a recent lecture at tho Acad- 
emy of Pharmacy in Philadelphia, glass 
jars were passed around containing 
samples of cultivated disease germs. Po- 
tatoes, cut in halves, had been lightly 
smeared with a coating of substances 
containing germs. The bacteria were 
nourished on tho moist surface of the 
potato, and presented very interesting 
appearances. Different results were ob- 
tained from different bacteria. Some of 
the half potatoes were covered with an 
ordinary deposit of mold. On others 
the diseased germs had developed into 
thin, peculiarly shaped patches of fun- 
gus growth, of bright blue, red, yellow, 
and greenish colors. Others had grown 
into an intricate and extensive network 
of fuzzy fibers, the growth on the sur- 
faces of two or three potatoes reaching 
over and covering a space having a di- 
ameter of oight or nine inches.

How Seven Friends Swore oil" 
for a Year i; cettiZnt, 
Holiday s. 

The approach o c new year's day, says 
claribeau in the San F.-aiicisco News- 
Letter, with its mission of exacting 
temperance pledges, which are never 
kept, reminds me of an elaborate effort 
in that line made some years ago by 
certain bibulous frieutls of mine. They 
we.-e seven in number-Smith, Smyth, 
Snvi titers, Smithson, Brown; .nines and 
Roboinson. They formed a syndicate. 
One of them wns appointed secretary 
and instructed to draw up a calendar 
for the uso of tho members. This cal- 
endar w a to contain all the occasions- 
holidays, anniversaries and birthdays— 
which, it was agreed, the members, in 
a body, were to celebrate in the man- 
ner most congenial to their tasu-s. 
Drinks-of course! The Secretary, who 
was a wag, read up tho family record 
of the seven men, the code of the State, 
and the histories of France, of England 
and of the United States, and a com- 
prehensive dictionary of dates, for in- 
formation, and compiled an elaborate 
ist of days of grace, and it was incor- 
porated in the agreement, which the 
seven signed before- a notary. At. the 
suggesting of the Secretary, who hud 
stress upon tho added zest of Rurpri.sc, 
the calendar \vas not read. The mem- 
bers were satislied that t heir seribe- 
who was the leading spirit in the pro- 
posed measure of reform -had done his 
work well, and were content to he in- 
formed of tm approaching oil* day by a 
notification from that official. Tin.' 
agreement, which was sisined on the 
20th of December, 1879, bound the 
members to abstain from all intoxicat- 
ing beverages, beer included -the well- 
known decision of a Milwaukee .judge 
in the contrary notwithstanding, dur- 
ing tho year of 1880, except upon 
holidays therein mentioned. A further 
c'ause perscribed that, upon notifica- 
tion of the holiday, to be sent by tin' 
secretary upon the preceding day, the 
seven should assemble at a selected re- 
sort and honor the occasion to their 
hearts' c ntent, in a body. The calendar 
was as follows: 

Jan. 1, iS T ew Year's Day; Jan. S, 
Anniversery of the Battle of New Or- 
leans; Jan. II, Smith's Birthday; Jan. 
22, Robinson's Tin Wedding; .Jan. 28, 
c litulation of Paris, 1871. 

The lirst month under this arrange- 
ment, passed off swimmingly. Tlmnum 
her of occasions to celebrate were just 
right, and every one was satislied. Tin 1 
secretary smiled an expectant smile. 
The calendar went on: 

Feb. 2, Robinson's birthday; l'VI,. fi, 
Robinson's wife's birthday; I'VL. 1 I, St, 
Valentine's day; Feb. 16, ('upturn of 
Fort Donalson, 1 SC2; Feb. 19, Bobin- 
son's oldest child's birthday; Feb. '-!'_', 
Washington's birthday; Feb. '_!.!, Bat 
tie of Buena Vista, Mexican war; Feb.
